YALE WANTS A LEAVENWORTH.

Gcholarship For Some One of That
Name Goes a Begging.

New Haven, Conn., Nov. 14.—Just
before Secretary Anson Phelps Stokes,
Jr., of the Yale corporation salled for
Europe he caused to be advertised the
fact that the Leavenwortl scholarship
at Yale, yielding annually $100, I& va-
eant, Secretary Stokes stated that
this scholarship was open to competl
tlon to all young men of the name of
Leavenworth.

This is probably the first instance
whereln Yale university has had a
scholarship on its hands that went
begging. It is the first (ime that there
has not heen some one In the unl
versity by the name of Leavenworth
to make g go for this scholni%hip. The
last regular recipient was John Wal
lace Leavenworth, who graduated
from the Sheffield Selentifie school last
year

The Leavenworth fund provides an
annuity of $300, This can be matet-
fally Inereased if the president of the
university desires to Incrense it. The
man who gets the Leavenworth schol-
arship must be of good charneter and
promise, the president to determine
these qualities, This gift was left to
Yale hy the Iate REllas W, Leaven-
worth of Syracuse, N, Y., Yale, ‘24, and
was recelved In 1882 for the endow:
ment of o Leavenworth professorghip,
This fund now amolnte to over $20.
000,
